Hunter,  who  was  associated  with 
Copiah-Lincoln  for  21  and  a  half  years, 
retired  at  the  end  of  first  semester.

"This  is  the  Naked  City.  There  are  a 
million  stories  . . . 

'The  newsdealer  who  operates  a  stand 
near  my  subway  entrance  is  legally  blind. 
Every  morning  I  pass  him  (without  buying 
a  paper)  and  say  'Good  morning,  Jack.' 
Good  morning,  dear,'  he  calls  back.  'I 
hope  you  enjoy  it.'  Every  day,  the  same 
thing. 

"Except  the  day  before  Thanksgiving. 
He  calls  me  over  to  the  stand,  takes  my 
hand  and  looks  up  at  me  through  his 
coke  bottle  glasses.  'Dear,'  he  says,  'I 
don't  have  any  family  to  share  Thanks- 
giving with  and  the  people  I  speak  with 
everyday  are  all  the  people  I've  got.  So  I 
want  you  to  have  this,'  and  he  pressed  a 
Snickers  Bar  in  my  hand.  I  could  hardly 
say  thank  you  over  the  lump  in  my 
throat." 

So  writes  Molly  Carruth,  our  girl  in  the 
Big  Apple  .  .  .  New  York  City  . . .  assistant 
city  editor  for  United  Press  International 
.  .  .  Class  of  1972  .  .  .  Brookhaven  native 
and  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sam  Car- 
ruth . .  .  journalist  ordinaire. 

The  road  from  Copiah-Lincoln  to 
New  York  City  is  a  success  story  for  one 
so  young. 

The  saga  of  Molly  Carruth  begins  in 
the  hallowed  halls  (or  as  she  says,  "the 
breezeways")  of  Copiah-Lincoln.  She 
served  as  associate  editor  of  the  Wolf 
Tales,  as  guest  editor  during  the  last 
month.  Winner  of  the  journalism  and 
the  Spanish  awards,  she  was  a  member 
"of  the  smarty  group",  Phi  Theta  Kappa, 
was  first  runner-up  to  Miss  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College,  named  to  Who's  Who

School  from  1969-1970.  In  1970  he  was 
named  acting  director  of  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi,  Natchez  Center,  where 
he  also  served  as  an  instructor.  In  1970  he 
was  also  named  director  of  academic  affairs 
at  USM-N.  He  became  dean  of  instruction  for 
Copiah-Lincoln's  Natchez  campus  in  1972. 

An  active  member  of  Parkway  Baptist  Church 
in  Natchez,  he  had  served  as  organist  since 
1965.  He  is  very  active  in  professional  and 
civic  organizations. 

Dr.  Smith's  family  includes  his  wife,  Charlotte, 
and    two    daughters,     Kelli    and    Wendy. 


Among  Students  in  American  Junior  Col- 
leges, a  charter  member  and  officer  of 
the  Art  Students  League,  and  choreo- 
grapher for  the  Sojourners.  She  graduated 
with  a  2.87  average  on  a  then  3-point  scale. 

"That  healthy  average  was  soon  mini- 
mized by  the  drill  sergeants  running  the 
journalism  school  at  Louisiana  State  Uni- 
versity. But  my  second  year  I  picked  up 
steam,"  Molly  states. 

She  was  chosen  president  of  the  School 
of  Journalism  which  meant  she  sat  on 
the  Media  Board.  She  covered  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association  news  and 
unearthed  a  story  that  rocked  the  LSU 
campus. 

With  classmates  sending  resumes 
across  the  nation,  Molly  decided  to  re- 
turn to  Brookhaven  where  her  first  real- 
life  job  was  as  a  news  reporter,  editor, 
and  photographer  at  the  Daily  Leader. 

"For  four  months  I  wrote  about  'mule 
footed  hogs'  (those  hogs  born  without 
cloven  hooves);  giant  rattlesnakes,  and 
commercial  development,"  she  says. 

The  biggest  story  to  come  her  way  dur- 
ing that  stint  was  the  fire  that  killed  six 
residents  of  Moore's  Rest  Home.  Molly 
was  awakened  by  the  police  at  2  a.m.  to 
cover  the  story  which  made  national 
news  by  daylight.  For  hours  she  was  the 
only  reporter  at  the  site.  That  was  her 


first  contact  with  the  "Big  Boys"  in  the 
wire  services. 

"The  AP  reporter  and  I  sneaked  into 
the  hospital  room  of  the  hero  nurse 
who  tried  to  save  the  patients  and  while 
he  questioned  her,  I  silently  shot  pictures 
of  her  staring  out  the  open  window  and 
weeping.  'The  screams  is  what  I'll  never 
forget,'  she  whispered.  Then  her  husband 
came  in  and  threw  us  out,"  Molly  recalls. 

Through  that  reporter,  Ron  Harrist,  she 
got  the  idea  that  Jackson  might  be  her 
next  stop.  She  applied  at  the  Jackson 
Daily  News  and  "At  last!  I  was  a  big  city 
reporter.  My  year  and  a  half  at  the  JDN 
took  me  from  general  assignment  to 
police  and  fire  reporter,  to  City  Hall,  and 
finally,  assistant  city  editor." 

During  that  time  she  wet  her  toes  in 
national  politics  by  covering  the  presi- 
dential race,  paying  particular  close  at- 
tention to  George  Wallace  and  Sargent 
Shriver.  "I  watched  Hodding  Carter  III 
and  Pat  Derian  rise  to  power  in  the  Demo- 
cratic Party  and  blaze  their  way  into  their 
present  positions  in  federal  govern- 
ment." 

"The  gubernatorial  race  in  which  Cliff 
Finch  bested  Gil  Carmichael  was  of  spe- 
cial interest  to  me.  I  traveled  around  the 
state  with  the  candidates,  listening  to 
their  speeches  over  and  over  and  over

the  bod,  the  ugly  in  the  Big  Apple 


again;  eating  fried  chicken  with  them  on 
the  road;  laughing  with  them;  marveling 
at  them;  despising  a  few,"  she  recalls. 

"I  covered  the  tragic  death  of  Doxey 
Fisher,  state  treasurer  candidate,  whose 
plane  went  down  one  stormy  night  over 
Lake  Mississippi.  A  doctor's  appointment 
called  me  back  to  Jackson  just  15 
minutes  before  the  wreckage  was  sighted. 
I  was  spared  the  gore,"  Molly  says. 

Besides  the  famous  names  and  faces, 
she  has  covered  the  not  so  famous.  One 
of  her  favorite  bitter  sweet  tales  is  of  a 
missing  school  boy  who  went  by  the 
name  of  Poppa  Choppa. 

He  sassed  his  mother  one  afternoon 
and  then  found  himself  in  line  for  a  pad- 
dling. But  the  artful  dodger  took  refuge 
under  the  house  and  soon  disappeared. 
His  mother  grew  frantic  at'  sundown. 
They  lived  in  a  shack  behind  which  oozed 
the  notorious  Town  Creek,  filled  with 
bedsprings  and  rusting  soup  cans. 

At  first  the  police  treated  it  as  a  run- 
away. On  the  fourth  day  came  the  un- 
welcomed  news.  The  child  had  fallen 
into  the  creek.  "I  was  there  when  they 
pulled  his  body  out  and  I  watched  his 
mother  cry.  There  is  nothing  like  watch- 
ing tears  stream  down  a  mother's  cheek," 
she  writes. 

After  applying  with  the  United  Press 
International  Personnel  Office  in  New 


sevens  for  me  again  and  two  months 
later,  I  was  transferred  back  to  New  York 
City.  What  a  fun  job!" 

Only  in  New  York,  as  they  say. 

Molly  Carruth  works  one  floor  above 
Caroline  Kennedv. 

"I've  had  no  regular  beat  at  UPI  since  I 
joined  the  local  desk,  which  covers  New 
York  City  and  the  surrounding  areas. 

"I've  met  celebrities  and  discovered 
most  have  capped  teeth  and  bad  breath. 

"I've  learned  New  Yorkers  are  just  as 
friendly  and  sometimes  friendlier  than 
Southerners."  And  she  gives  examples. 

Her  latest  accomplishment  has  earned 
her  a  7:30  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  shift  with 
weekends  off.  She  is  in  charge  of  the 
day  report,  assigning  reporters,  editing 
stories,  and  "catching  all  the  flak". 

Speaking  of  "catching  all  the  flak",  Molly 
relates  an  incident  in  which  she  was  the 
only  woman  on  board  a  ship  with  170 
men  -  unprecedented  in  the  history  of 
that  Coast  Guard  cutter,  Sherman,  at  that 
time.  "Perhaps  this  has  been  my  most 
off-beat  assignment ...  a  week-long  stint 
on  the  Coast  Guard  Cutter  Sherman.  It 
was  doing  a  tour  off  the  Coast  of  Massa- 
chusetts, watching  for  foreign  trawlers 
who  might  violate  the  United  States' 
new  200  mile  fishing  limit." 

"And  they  say  ladies  on  ships  bring

"Little  did  I  know  that  the  enlisted  men, 
upon  learning  that  the  first  class  thought 
of  them  as  babies,  would  go  on  strike 
and  refuse  to  work.  Little  did  I  know  that 
the  lifers  who  loved  the  Sherman 
would  take  personal  offense  at  the  First 
Class'  remarks  about  the  seaworthiness 
of  their  darling,"  Molly  says. 

She  was  forgiven,  finally,  by  the  officers. 

'To  make  matters  worse,  the  office  was 
extremely  displeased  with  my  efforts  on 
the  high  seas.  The  stories  cost  a  fortune 
to  transmit,  and  frankly,  except  for  one 
Sunday,  when  we  invited  the  captain  of 
a  Russian  trawler  on  board,  there  were

York,  she  had  a  call  from  the  UPI  New- 
York-New  Jersey  editor. 

'The  midnight  Cowgirl  got  on  a  midnight 
flight  to  LaGuardia  one  stormv  night  in 
Aprii,  1976.  When  we  touched  down  at 
8  a.m.  the  following  morning.  I  looked 
out  and  for  the  first  time  in  my  life  took 
in  the  panarama  of  Manhattan,"  Molly 
recalls. 

After  working  three  months  in  New 
York  where  she  learned  what  matzoh 
ball  and  goyim  meant,  she  moved  to 
Princeton  and  worked  a  rather  unhappy 
two  months  in  Trenton.  "Lady  Luck  rolled 


bad  luck.  Well,  we  didn't  sink,  but  things 
could  have  gone  better,"  Molly  admits. 

She  wrote  a  story  which  to  her  was  fun- 
ny, quoting  the  members  of  the  First 
Class  saying  the  ship  could  be  improved 
by  jacking  up  the  mainstays  fore  and  aft 
and  putting  a  new  ship  underneath.  "How 
about  riveting  it  to  the  dock",  one 
cracked.  Another  complained  about  the 
enlisted  men  -  the  rug  rats  (or  babies), 
he  called  them.

The  story  hit  nationwide  wires.

Five  inducted  into  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 


Five  former  outstanding  athletes  from 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  were 
chosen  to  the  second  annual  All  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame. 

Inducted  into  the  Hall  of  Fame  during 
Copiah-Lincoln's  homecoming  on  Satur- 
day, October  6,  were  Anslum  M.  Black- 
well  of  Monticello;  Pauline  Case  Britt  of 
Brookhaven;  L.  W.  "Tap"  Godbold  of 
Jackson;  the  late  Bracie  C.  Smith  of  Grove 
land,  Fla.;  and  Robert  Bernard  "Bernie" 
Ward  of  Augusta,  Ga. 

Blackwell,  who  attended  Copiah-Lin- 
Lincoln  High  School  during  the  1935-1936 
session  and  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior 
College  from  1936  to  1938,  lettered  his 
freshman  year  in  football,  basketball, 
and  baseball.  During  his  sophomore 
year  he  earned  letters  in  these  same 
three  in  addition  to  a  fourth  letter  in  track. 
Named  All  State  guard  in  football  in  1937, 
he  was  also  All  State  end  and  co-captain 
during  the  1937-38  year  and  was  voted 
best  athlete  in  1938.  He  participated  in 
football  and  basketball  at  the  University 
of  Mississippi  in  1938-1940. 

Blackwell  served  as  coach  at  University 
High  School  in  Oxford  during  1940-1941 
and  then  entered  the  United  States  Air 
Force  in  1941.  He  retired  in  1968  from 
the  Air  Force  as  a  lieutenant  colonel.  He 
and  his  wife  now  reside  in  Monticello. 

Pauline  Case  Britt  thinks  her  happiest 
days  were  those  spent  at  Co-Lin  playing 
basketball.  She  played  forward  on  the 
team  from  1931-1933  where  she  was 
chosen  All  State  forward  both  years. 
The  1932  team  captured  the  state 
championship,  while  the  1933  team 
placed  second  in  the  state.  She  played 
with  such  greats  as  Margaret  Wade, 
Emice  Harris,  and  Dewdrop  Brumley  on 
the  Tupelo  Redwing  Independent  team 
where  they  ranked  fifth  in  the  nation  in 
1934.  Later  Mrs.  Britt  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi. 

Mrs.  Britt  taught  school  for  42  years, 
coaching  basketball,  softball  and  track 
for  23  of  those  years.  During  her  coach- 
ing career,  she  had  softball,  basketball 
and  track  teams  which  won  several  Dis- 
trict VII  crowns  in  each  of  these  sports. 
One  track  team  placed  second  in  the 
state.  She  carried  six  basketball  teams  to 
the  state  tournament,  but  the  height  of 
her  career  came  in  1957  when  she 
coached  the  West  Lincoln  team  to  win 
the  overall  state  championship.  She  has 
the  distinction  of  being  the  first  lady 


coach  in  Mississippi  to  do  this,  and  there 
has  been  only  one  other  since. 

She  and  her  husband,  Perlie  Britt,  are 
parents  of  four  children. 

Godbold  was  a  member  of  the  junior 
college  championship  football  teams 
during  the  1930  and  1931  sessions.  He 
was  also  the  one-half  mile  champion  in 
track  and  was  anchor  leg  of  the  cham- 
pionship mile  relay  team  for  both  years. 

Godbold  received  a  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  from  the  University  of  Indiana 
and  a  Master  of  Arts  from  the  University 
of  Mississippi.  At  Ole  Miss  he  lettered  in 
football  and  track  and  was  on  an  athletic 
scholarship.  He  captured  the  Sprint  med- 
ley championship  of  America  in  the 
1935  Pennsylvania  Relays;  the  Distance 
Medley  Relay  in  the  Kansas  Relays  in 
both  1934  and  1935;  and  he  holds  the 
Indiana  University  relay  record  set  in 
1935. 

He  coached  football  and  track  for  23 
years  in  Mississippi  high  schools.  His  Big 
Eight  teams  at  Jackson's  Central  High 
School  captured  championships  in  foot- 
ball and  track  for  several  years. 

The  World  War  II  veteran  has  served 
on  the  board  of  directors  for  the  Missis- 
sippi Association  of  Coaches,  serving  as 
its  president  for  the  1957-1958  term;  as 
chairman  of  the  board  of  stewards  at  Alta 
Woods  Methodist  Church  in  Jackson; 
and  as  director  and  president  of  the 
Multiple  Listing  Service  of  Jackson;  and 
on  the  board  of  directors  of  Jackson 
Home  Builders  Association.  Godbold  is 
presently  serving  as  president  of 
Southern  Mitchell  Corporation  of  Missis- 
sippi, one  of  the  largest  developers 
and  home  builders  in  the  state. 

The  late  Bracie  C.  Smith  attended 
Copiah-Lincoln  from  1934  through  1936, 
lettering  in  football,  basketball,  baseball 
and  track.  He  was  chosen  All  State  in 
football.  While  attending  Co-Lin  High 
School  from  1931  through  1934  he  was 
named  "Little  All  American"  in  football. 

Smith  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi  in  1938  where  he 
was  also  active  in  football.  Before  retir- 
ing he  was  a  teacher  and  coach  in  Missis- 
sippi, Alabama  and  Florida.  He  also 
served  in  World  War  II  and  was  wounded 
in  Germany.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  he 
and  his  wife  lived  in  Groveland,  Fla. 

Ward,  who  attended  CLJC  from  1932 
until  1934,  lettered  in  football,  basket- 
ball, and  baseball.  He  was  selected  best 
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all-around  athlete  in  1934,  an  All  State 
pitcher  in  baseball  in  1934,  and  president 
of  the  "W"  Club  his  sophomore  year. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  junior  college 
football  championship  team  in  1934.  At 
Mississippi  State  University,  he  lettered 
in  football,  basketball  and  baseball.  He 
was  voted  best  all  around  athlete  in 
1937-38  and  served  as  president  of  the 
Baptist  Student  Union  at  MSU. 

A  native  of  Pelahatchie,  he  was  head 
coach  at  Hinds  Junior  College  in  1938- 
1939,  assistant  coach  at  Millsaps  from 
1939-1941,  where  his  basketball  team  won 
the  Dixie  Conference  championship  in 
1941.  In  1941  he  moved  to  Augusta,  Ga., 
as  a  science  and  biology  teacher  and  as- 
sistant coach.  He  served  as  head  coach 
from  1943-1945.  Following  this,  Ward 
was  an  elementary  school  principal  in 
Richmond  County  for  30  years,  1945- 
1975.  A  new  gymnasium  of  the  Rich- 
mond County  Recreation  Department 
was  recently  named  "The  Bernie  Ward 
Community  Center." 

Ward  served  as  president  of  the  Rich- 
mond County  Principal's  Club,  treasurer 
of  Richmond  County  Teachers  Associa- 
tion, chairman  of  Burns  Methodist  Church 
board  of  stewards,  vice  chairman  of 
board  of  stewards  of  First  Southern 
Methodist  Church  in  Augusta  and  as  its 
treasurer.  Active  in  Scout  work,  he  or- 
ganized the  first  Teen-Town  in  the  Flem- 
ing community,  was  a  charter  member 
of  the  Fleming  Lions  Club,  charter 
member  of  Richmond  County  Bank  and 
served  as  a  director;  first  director  of  Rich- 
mond County  Recreation  Department 
and  he  received  the  Lions  Club  "Distin- 
guished Community  Service  Award"  in 
1962. 

December  27,  1978,  was  officially  pro- 
claimed "Bernie  Ward  Day"  by  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  in  Richmond 
County. 

Ward  is  married  to  the  former  Winabee 
Grace  Hardy  of  South  Carolina  and  they 
are  parents  of  three  children  and  grand- 
parents of  seven. 

They  will  join  seven  others  who  were 
inducted  into  the  first  Hall  of  Fame  during 
last  year's  50th  anniversary'  celebration. 
Chosen  last  year  were  Mrs.  Mattie  Wal- 
lace Barton,  Harry  R.  Moon  Mullins.

Hayes  grabs  international 
chemistry  award;  writes  article 
for  AAAE  magazine

"Classroom  Experiments  Promote  In- 
tellectual Growth"  is  the  title  of  an  article 
in  the  May  issue  of  the  Mississippi  Edu- 
cator, written  by  Dr.  Phyllis  Hayes,  chair- 
person of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College 
science  division  on  its  Wesson  campus. 

The  magazine  article  is  taken  from  her 
doctoral  dissertation  entitled,  'The  Effects 
of  Two  Methods  of  Instruction  (Ratio 
Proportion  Methodology  versus  Dimen- 
sional Unit  Analysis)  in  Introductory  Col- 
lege Chemistry  Upon  the  Achievement 
of  Formal  and  Concrete  Operational 
Thinkers  in  Selected  Mississippi  Junior 
Colleges." 

Intellectual,  huh? 

Dr.  Hayes  is  intellectual.  She  knows 
her  business.  She  knows  her  chemistry. 
No  one  had  ever  researched  the  disser- 
tation she  chose. 

Dr.  Hayes  just  recently  was  chosen  as 
one  of  five  winners  in  North  America 
for  the  1980  Chemical  Manufacturers 
Association  Two-Year  College  Regional 
Catalyst  Award.  Along  with  the  presen- 
tation by  Ed  Rogers  of  The  Ethyl  Corpora- 
■  tion  of  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  representing 
200  chemical  manufacturers  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  came  a  check 
for  $500,  a  bronze  medallion,  and  a  cer- 
tificate of  merit. 
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She  holds  an  associate  of  arts  degree 
from  Southwest  Mississippi  Junior  Col- 
lege, a  bachelor  of  science  from  Millsaps 
College,  a  master  of  arts  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Southern  Mississippi,  an  educa- 
tional specialist  degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Mississippi,  and  a  doctorate  from 
Southern  Mississippi. 

But  there's  a  different  side  to  Phyllis 
Hayes,  international  chemistry  winner. 

She's  humble.  She  loves  teaching  in 
the  junior  college  system.  Spare  time  is 
spent  oil  painting  (she  had  an  exhibition 
in  McComb  last  year);  reading  poetry; 
playing  tennis  (just  the  tourneys  for  fa- 
culty which  she  often  wins);  and  traveling 
(she's  been  overseas  and  across  the 
United  States);  and  studying  art  with 
"Miss"  Fairy  Lowery's  art  class  at  Mt.  Ver- 
non. 

But  more  importantly,  she  loves  her 
students.  No  problem  is  ever  too  big  for 
Phyllis  Hayes  to  help  the  student  with. 
Her  students  love  her  -  as  letters  of  nomi- 
nation poured  in  to  the  Chemical  Manu- 
facturers Association  telling  of  her  in- 
fluence on  their  lives. 

Phyllis  Hayes  may  be  a  "book  worm"
